Gentlemen  : 

In  compliance  witli  the  provisions  of  chapter  3,  section  25,  and  chapter  6,  section  8,  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961,  I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  County  of  Suffolk  for  the  year  beginning  January  1,  1972,  and  ending  December  31,  1972. 

Cash  Operations 

The  accounts  and  records  for  the  year  1972  indicate  an  operating  deficit  for  the  year  amounting 
to  $15,939,884.88.  A  deficit  in  actual  receipts  compared  with  estimated  receipts  for  city  departmental 
revenue  of  $9,938,299.00  and  motor  vehicle  excise  taxes  revenue  of  $1,866,288.84  accounted  for  the  ma- 
jor share  of  the  operating  deficit. 

The  accumulated  operating  deficit  as  of  December  31,  1971  was  $24,035,558.22.  After  apphca- 
tion  of  the  operating  deficit  for  1972,  the  accumulated  operating  deficit  as  of  December  31,  1972  was 
$39,975,443.10. 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  issue  short-term  loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue  in  the  amount 
of  $180,000,000.00.  All  of  these  loans  were  repaid  by  November  14,  1972,  and  these  was  no  short-term 
debt  outstanding  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  practice  of  investing  cash  not  immediately  needed  for  current  operation  in  United  States 
Treasury  bills  or  certificates  of  deposit  was  continued,  and  income  of  $453,653.46  was  reahzed. 

Debt  Operations 

During  1972  the  gross  funded  debt  increased  by  $58,081,000.00,  and  the  net  funded  debt  increased 
by  $61,588,898.94.  Debt  was  issued  in  the  amount  of  $84,000,000.00,  and  the  redemption  of  debt  amounted 
to  $25,919,000.00.   Detailed  debt  information  is  included  in  Section  E  of  this  report. 

Note 

The  next  annual  report  of  the  Auditing  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  County  of  Suffolk 
wiU  be  for  a  period  of  eighteen  months  from  January  1,  1973,  to  June  30,  1974.  An  act  passed  by  the  State 
Legislature,  mandates  that  all  governmental  agencies  within  the  Commonwealth  convert  to  a  fiscal  year 
July  1  to  June  30,  and  all  cities  and  towns  are  requned  to  go  through  this  eighteen-month  cycle  to  ac- 
comphsh  this  objective.  By  budgeting  and  setting  the  tax  rate  in  advance  it  is  hoped  that  borrowing 
in  anticipation  of  revenue  will  be  efiminated,  or  at  least  drastically  reduced.  It  should  also  synchronize 
the  fiscal  year  with  those  of  the  state  and  federal  governments,  so  that  accounting  procedure,  especially 
audits,  will  be  handled  without  reconciliations  due  to  the  difference  in  fiscal  periods  that  exists  at  present 
between  these  units. 

Conclusion 

During  the  fiscal  year  1972  all  known  obhgations  of  the  city  were  either  paid  in  full  or  adequate 
reserves  were  estabhshed  to  provide  for  eventual  payment.  AU  funded  and  short-term  obhgations  were 
paid  when  due.   Interest  payments  on  all  forms  of  outstanding  debt  were  promptly  made. 

The  form  of  this  report  foUows  closely  that  recommended  by  the  National  Committee  of  Govern- 
mental Accounting.  Under  the  present  accounting  procedure  of  the  city,  accounts  are  maintained 
on  a  modified  accrual  basis.  Taxes  and  accounts  receivable  are  accrued  for  balance  sheet  purposes,  but 
not  reflected  in  the  receipts  of  the  city  until  collected.
